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MP aims ‘donkeys’ jibe at 
ambulance trust bosses 


HARLOWMP Robert Halfon has launched 
a scathing attack on senior management 
of the East of England Ambulance Service 
Trust, describing frontline staff as “lions 
being led by donkeys” 

Speaking during a parliamentary debate 
on Tuesday, Mr Halfon said the perfor¬ 
mance of the under-fire trust continued to 
be a “huge concern”. 

He told MPs: “Those worries are not 
aimed at frontline staff for whom I have 
nothing but admiration, especially the 
senior staff and the paramedics in Harlow. 
They do a tough job and give 100 per cent 
to their work.” 

Mr Halfon said EEAST, which currently 
serves six counties, should be broken up 
so there is just one service covering Essex. 
He also said the board must take full 
responsibility for its failures and claimed 
certain individuals should be sued for 
legal negligence. 

“My postbag is regularly filled with let¬ 
ters from local residents complaining 


about the service that they have received,” 
he said, adding that almost all complaints 
were about delays for emergency ambu¬ 
lances. 

He highlighted the case of a 97-year-old 
woman - first reported in the Star - who 
having received a prompt response from 
First Responders following a fall then had 
to wait eight hours for an ambulance. 

“It is outrageous that when I have raised 
constituents’ problems with the ambu¬ 
lance service it has taken an unacceptably 
long time to respond,” he said. 

He concluded: “With the right manage¬ 
ment and the right resources, we can 
deliver some of the best care to my con¬ 
stituents in Harlow, to Essex and through¬ 
out the east of England.” 

When asked whether non-executive 
board members should resign, Govern¬ 
ment health minister Anna Soubry said it 
was a matter for their own consciences. 

“I am not normally one to shy away from 
giving an opinion but I think in this 



instance it is important ministers don’t 
get involved and don’t give an opinion,” 
she said. 

Meanwhile, public services union Uni¬ 
son has called on the EEAST board to step 
down following a highly-critical report of 
the service. 

The union, which claims the trust is 
the “worst performing” in 
England, wants board members 
to reconsider their positions in 
light of the findings of Dr Anthony 
Marsh, the chief executive of the 
West Midlands Ambulance 
Service who was commissioned 
to write a report because of con¬ 
cerns over the EEAST’s perfor¬ 
mance. 

Unison branch secretary Gary 
Applin said: “I want to go 
forward. However, we are seeing 
remnants of the old regime still

Murderer may seek to 
challenge conviction

LAWYERS representing a 
former nightclub bou¬ 
ncer who was jailed for 
life after being found 
guilty of the murder of 
Harlow mum-of-four 
Claire Parrish could be 
set to launch an appeal 
against his conviction. 

Mark Golds (46) was 
handed a life sentence at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
June 12 after killing his former 
partner in a frenzied attack in the 
bedroom of the couple’s home in 
Copshall Close, Harlow. 

The judge ruled that he must serve a 
minimum term of 15 years before he 
can even be considered for parole. 

Golds, pictured, had pleaded guilty 
to the manslaughter of 37-year-old Ms 


Parrish but denied her 
murder on the grounds 
of diminished resp¬ 
onsibility. 

Yet despite the 
jury’s unanimous 
decision to 
convict him of 
the greater crime, 
there is now the 
possibility of 
Golds’s legal team 
launching an 
appeal. 

No application has 
yet been lodged with 
the Court of Appeal, but 
the indications are that 
his lawyers believe they have a 
good case to put before the judges. 

If they decide to proceed and are 
given permission to mount a 
challenge, the case could be heard 
within the next year. 

If this happens, the Appeal Court 


could then either uphold the Crown 
Court’s original decision, order a 
re-trial or cut the length of time Golds 
must spend in jail before seeking 
parole. 

They could also quash the conviction 
entirely and free him. 

During last month’s trial the court 
was told that victim Ms Parrish bled to 
death after Golds kicked or stamped 
on her abdomen during the brutal 
attack on July 15 last year. 

The force of the blow caused her liver 
to rupture, resulting in massive 
internal bleeding. 

She had also been stabbed and 
slashed multiple times with a serrated 
kitchen knife. 

The jury heard that Golds - who once 
worked as a bouncer at Harlow 
nightclub Liberty’s - had a history of 
psychotic illness and may have flipped 
after hearing Ms Parrish tell family 
that he had been violent towards her 
in the past.

in place - senior 
members of the board 
who are still present. 

“I have my 
reservations about 
whether they are able to 
change in the manner 
that we need to go 
forward. Our staff know 
who they feel are 
culpable. They want a 
clean slate. Let’s get on 
with it.” 

Dr Marsh’s report, 
which was published 
last week, said there 
was a lack of 
accountability 
throughout the 
organisation. He made 
24 specific 
recommendations, 
including cutting 
management costs to 
pay for more emergency 
crews. 

Dr Marsh said: “The 
board has set out a 
transformation plan, 
which they published in 
April.We are already 
seeing some of those 
improvements being 
achieved but they now 
have the opportunity to 
go to the next level.” 

The trust said it would 
review the findings of 
the report and submit a 
formal response. 

Trust chairman Dr 
Geoff Harris said: “One 
of my first priorities is 
to review the capability 
and capacity of board 
leadership at the trust. 

“This review must be 
undertaken in a 
measured way, based 
on a proper skills audit 
of board members to 
establish the 
leadership needed to 
run the trust 
effectively, as well as 
skills needed to run 
services sustainably in 
the future.”

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Armed Forces Day 
flag raised as town 
pays tribute to troops 

HARLOW Council has shown its support 
for British troops by raising a 
commemorative flag outside the Civic 
Centre to mark Armed Forces Day. 

In a short service held on Monday 
morning, new council chair Linda Pailing 
gave a short address to members of the 
Royal British Legion, Harlow Royal Naval 
Association and the Territorial Army as 
the flag was unfurled. 

Town chaplain Reverend Robert Findlay 
then led the group in a short prayer 
before the flag was raised as the national 
anthem played out. 

Councillor Pailing told the Star: “It is 
important that Harlow shows its support 
to the men and women in the Armed 
Forces community who represent our 
country across the world with 
commitment and dedication. 

“Raising the flag shows our support to 
the brave servicemen and women, both 
past and present, and recognises the 
large number of people whose lives are 
linked to the Armed Forces, including 
cadets, serving personnel and veterans. 

“We also paid tribute to those who have 
lost their lives in conflict.” 

Harlow is one of many towns and cities 
across the UK to have already raised 
commemorative flags ahead of Armed 
Forces Day, which this year takes place 
on Saturday, June 29. 


Man accused 
of smuggling 
cocaine after 
airport arrest 

A HARLOW man has been 
charged with attempting to 
smuggle one kilo of cocaine 
into the UK via Gatwick 
Airport. 

Jason Jackson (21), of Collins 
Meadow, Harlow, was one of 
two men arrested by Border 
Force officers at the airport’s 
South Terminal at 6.40am last 
Tuesday. 

The other suspect - who has 
also been charged - has been 
named as 22-year-old Curtis 
Lee, from Tottenham. 

Between them they are 
suspected of attempting to 
smuggle an estimated one kilo 
of cocaine into the UK with a 
street value of £100,000. 

The pair appeared before 
Uxbridge Magistrates last 
Wednesday and were 
remanded in custody. 

Chef held in custody 
on stabbing charge 

A CHEF accused of stabbing a 
man three times outside the 
Shark pub in Hobtoe Road, 
Harlow, has been remanded in 
custody until August 12. 

Kamhung Lee (49), of Spring 
Hills, Harlow, has been charged 
with inflicting grievous bodily 
harm with intent and with 
possessing an offensive 
weapon in a public place. 

Lee is expected to enter pleas 
to the charges when he returns 
to court in seven weeks. A bail 
application was refused by a 
judge on 6 June. 

Tuesday’s hearing was 
adjourned because a 
Cantonese interpreter was not 
available. 


Council accused 
of < criminalising , 
poor households 


A GROUP protesting against Harlow 
Council’s decision to force jobless residents 
to pay towards their council tax has 
accused the authority of “criminalising 
the poor” after it emerged more than 150 
people had been hit with court summonses 
for non-payment of their bill. 

Harlow Council Tax Benefit Rebels claim 
that some hard-up households have been 
hit so hard they have been forced to choose 
between paying council tax or paying their 
food bills - and have urged the authority to 
rethink its policy. 

A group spokesman - calling himself ‘Wat 
Tyler’ in reference to the leader of the 
Peasant’s Revolt of 1381 - told the 
Star: “Harlow Council is demanding 
money from people who were 
hitherto deemed to be too poor to 
pay any council tax. 

“Those who paid zero per cent 
prior to April are now being told to 
pay 24 percent. Poor householders 
did not become any better off in the 
new financial year; in fact, they 
became poorer, because subsistence 
benefits were increased by less than the 
rate of inflation. 

“It was inevitable that many would 
default. Harlow Council has put them into a 
position in which they must break the law if 
they are to survive.” 

Mr Tyler claimed that the recent 
resignation of councillor Mike Danvers as 
portfolio holder for resources was evidence 
of a split in the authority’s ruling Labour 
administration on the issue of council tax. 

“Councillor Danvers was known to be 
unhappy about the imposition of the 24 per 
cent cut in council tax relief for jobless 
householders,” he said.

“It’s a disgrace that councillors repre¬ 
senting a party that was created to guard 
the interests of ordinary people chose 
instead to criminalise the poor.” 

But councillor Tony Durcan, new cabinet 
portfolio holder for resources and 
enterprise, said the council had been left 
with “no choice” but to levy the new charges 
after the Government drastically slashed 
funding for the subsidy. 

“The council has been forced to take on 
the responsibility for council tax benefit by 
the Government but with a £1.3m 
funding cut,” he said. 

“The scheme has taken into 
account the views of local 
residents. Consultation findings 
indicated that the majority of the 
respondents felt that all residents 
should make some contribution 
to local services through council 
tax payments.” 

He told the Star the council had so far 
issued a total of 170 court summonses to 
Harlow households for failing to pay up. 

“Out of 3,800 new households paying 
something towards their council tax, only 
170 court summons have been issued to 
date,” Mr Durcan added. 

“This shows that the work the council has 
been doing to raise awareness of the support 
and advice available for those in difficulty 
has really paid off. 

“There is still time for people to pay and 
help and advice is available to those who 
will genuinely struggle to pay.”

THE organiser of a charity march 
in memory of murdered soldier 
Lee Rigby has spoken of his “dis¬ 
appointment” after less than 30 
people - many of them young 
children - took part in Sunday’s 
event. 

Leo Hartley had expected hun¬ 
dreds to join the Harlow Strong 
rally - which he had billed as a 
peaceful march “to protest 
against all forms of extremism” - 
but in the end only 28 people 
turned up. 

Set up under the banner of the 
Woolwich Strong movement, 
which has come under fire from 
anti-racsim groups for having 
links with far-right organisations 
including the English Defence 
League, the march was one of 
more than 20 taking place across 
the UK and had been described 
as “the event of the decade” by 
organisers. 

But ultimately it was dwarfed in 
Harlow both by the high police 
presence and the number of peo¬ 
ple attending a counter-demo¬ 
nstration by the Harlow branch of 
Unite Against Fascism.

“It’s obviously a disappointing 
turnout but I’m still proud of eve¬ 
ryone who came out and showed 
their support,” Mr Hartley told 
the Star. “Although there were 
not as many people as I had 
hoped for, those who came stood 
strong together. 

“We have also had a lot of mes¬ 
sages of support from those who 
were unable to make it and the 
positive response from people 
driving past as we marched 
through Harlow was encourag¬ 
ing.” 

Escorted by police officers, the 
group - which included at least 
two members of the EDL - set off 
from Harlow Civic Centre at noon 
and marched through the town 
centre before heading towards 
the Netteswell War Memorial in 
School Lane. 

While in Broad Walk they 
passed the counter-demo set up 
by the UAF, whose members had 
expressed concerns that the 


Harlow march would attract 
“undesireable” attention from 
extreme right-wing organisa¬ 
tions. 

Billed as a “multi-culturalism 
festival”, the UAF event had 
attracted significantly more pub¬ 
lic interest than the march, with 
around 100 people gathered in 
The High as the Harlow Strong 
marchers walked past. 

Yet with the exception of a few 
verbal exchanges, the potential 
flashpoint passed without inci¬ 
dent and the marchers continued 
on their route to the Town Park 
where they observed a two-min¬ 
ute silence before laying a wreath 
in memory of Drummer Lee 
Rigby. 

“It may have been a smaller 
event than we had hoped for but 
the important thing is that, 
nationally, we have sent a clear 
message that extremism and ter¬ 
rorism will not be tolerated by the 
people of Great Britain, regard¬ 
less of their race, religion or poli¬ 
tics,” Mr Hartley added. 

Asked why he thought so few 
people had turned out, he said 
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test march eclipsed 
liter-demonstration

“political pressure and misinf¬ 
ormation” had put many off 
joining the march, which local 
anti-racism campaigners and 
trade unionists had branded as a 
front for the EDL. 

“There has been a certain 
amount of scaremongering and 
misunderstanding and I think 
this will have made some people 
too scared to show their support,” 
Mr Hartley said. 

“This event was open to anyone 
who wanted to show their respect 
to our troops. Regardless of their 
political beliefs, everyone who 
marched today respected our 
request that they leave their 
political agendas at home to 
march peacefully and with dignity. 

“I have always said that this 
would be a peaceful, non-political 
and family-friendly event and I 


was proved right.” 

Despite the turnout Mr Hartley 
said he hoped to make the march 
an annual event. 

“Extremism and terrorism are 
not going to disappear overnight,” 
he added. “Hopefully next year 
we will have a better turnout now 
that people have seen we are a 
peaceful, non-political group.” 

A UAF spokesman told the Star 
his group was “thrilled” with the 
success of its mini-festival, which 
had been arranged in partnership 
with local charity Integration 
Support Services. 

“It was a complete vindication 
for us and shows that we got our 
tactics right,” he said. 

“What people don’t realise is 
that we met Muslims and ethnic 
minorities in the days leading up 
to the march who told us they 
would not be leaving their houses 
on Sunday. 

“We also learned of a number of 
racist and Islamophobic attacks 
that aren’t being reported. 

“We had to show these people 
that they had nothing to fear and 
that street thugs like the EDL are 


in the minority - that most people 
want to get on with their lives and 
live in peace and harmony, 
regardless of their race or 
religion”. 

The event began with a minute’s 
silence for Lee Rigby and other 
victims of alleged hate crimes, 
including Mohammed Saleem, a 
75-year-old Muslim who was 
stabbed to death on the streets of 
Birmingham earlier this year. 

Among those attending were 
members of the Harlow Islamic 
Centre, local councillors and 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
also gave a short speech. 

Speaking to the Star afterwards, 
he said: “I was pleased to support 
and attend the multiculturalism 
festival. What makes Harlow 
strong is its sense of tolerance 
and decency and its support for 
diverse communities. 

“I was very pleased to be there 
and the festival was yet another 
example of why Harlow is such a 
special place to live and be a part 
of - a place where fairness and 
kindness triumphs over 
intolerance.”

NURSES from the inpatient unit at St 
Clare Hospice are often thought of as 
angels - and this week they earned 
their pink wings by drumming up 
support for the Midnight Walk.

Gina’s hair-raising tribute to 


THE cousin of a Harlow 
soldier killed in Afghanistan 
has raised almost £650 for 
Help For Heroes after shaving 
her head for charity. 

Gina Willison, of River Mill, 
lost 19-year-old cousin 
Robert Foster in 2007 when 
he was killed alongside two 
comrades in a tragic “friendly 
fire” incident. 

The 21-year-old said she 
wanted to pay tribute to his 
sacrifice - and has so far

A GRATEFUL mum has hosted 
a fundraiser to thank at staff 
at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital for saving her baby 
son’s life. 

Ami Mekni (31) gave birth to 
Hugo six weeks prematurely. 
After a few days of ill health, 
she called her health visitor 
and was quickly referred to 
PAH’s casualty department. 

“During routine 
observations in A&E Hugo 
stopped breathing,” said 
businesswoman Ami. “It was 
the most terrifying moment 
of my life to see my baby 
lifeless. 

“The doctors called for help 
and between them they 
resuscitated him. This 
happened several times. Once 
he was stable enough on the 
C-PAP machine [to help with 
breathing] they took us to 
Dolphin Ward.” 

Hugo had several more 
attacks of apnoea - a 
breathing disorder that 
makes the lungs ineffective. 

Amy said: “The doctors and 
nurses, who are used to 
ventilating adults, sedated 
and successfully ventilated 
my son making him stable. 

“PAH staff did their job 
quickly and without fault. 
They were an amazing 
support to my husband and 
I.” 

Hugo was transferred to 
Great Ormond Street Hospital 


managed to raise £620 after 
having her 24-inch tresses 
trimmed. 

She said: “Robert would 
think I was crazy for doing 
this,but it would be the sort of 
thing that he would have 
loved. 

“The support has been 
phenomenal, way beyond 
anything I ever could have 
imagined. I’ve even had a 
family member keep a money 
tin by her front door, asking 


where he underwent a brain 
scan, lumber puncture and 
various blood tests and 
X-rays. He was found to have 
an infection which made it 
difficult for his lungs to work. 

Ami said: “Due to PAH’s 
quick work, Hugo went from 
strength to strength and 
managed to come off the 
ventilator a few days later. 

“He is now home and doing 
really well so I started to 
think of how I could possibly 
thank the staff at PAH for 
saving my son’s life. Saying a 
million ‘thank yous’ just 
didn’t feel enough! 

“I arranged with the help of 
Jean Hide, the leader of

Important changes for people claiming disability benefit 



Harlow Welfare Rights & 
Advice will be running a 
session offering advice on 
benefit and debt outside the 
Advice Centre next Wednesday 
(July 3) from 10am-2pm. 
Alternatively, HWRA can offer 
appointments in relation to 
benefits for people with health 
problems or disabilities and in 
relation to debt irrespective of 
health status. 

Appointments can be made by 
calling (01279) 704002. 


IT is now it is no longer possible for 
people aged 16-64 to claim 
Disability Living Allowance (DLA). 
Instead they must claim the new 
disability benefit called Personal 
Independence Payment (PIP). 

From October for existing working 
age claimants of DLA there will be 
no change until their current award 
comes to an end or they ask for 
their claim to be looked at again 
due to a change in their condition. 

From 2015, those still on DLA who 
have no changes in their condition 
and have not come to the end of an 
award will be contacted by the 
Department of Works and Pensions. 

PIP, like DLA, is not affected by 
any income or capital you have. It is 
not based on national insurance 
contributions and does not count 
as a taxable income. 

There are still two components - 
daily living (which replaces care 


under DLA) and a mobility 
component. Each component has 
two rates, standard and enhanced. 
There is no equivalent to the low 
rate care component paid with 


DLA. 

Entitlement to PIP is assessed on a 
points basis similar to that used to 
assess Employment and Support 
Allowance. Points will be awarded 


from descriptors relating to 
activities of daily living and/or 
mobility. 

A score of eight points will give 
rise to an award of the standard 
rate of PIP, whereas a score of 12 
will give rise to an award of the 
enhanced rate. Most claimants will 
be required to attend a face-to-face 
medical assessment. 

The Government suggests that the 
new system will be fairer and will 
target those most in need. Some 
people will benefit from the new 
scheme, but for others the outlook 
is not so positive and they may not 
be awarded PIP, either on a new 
claim or on renewal or if they ask 
for a reassessment. 

It is, therefore, very important 
that people seek advice, 
particularly if they are considering 
asking for their claim to be looked 
at again. 


Tablet lets ITU patients 
‘talk’ to nursing staff

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital is using 
new technology to help patients in the 
intensive care unit communicate with 
staff. 

The Harlow hospital has purchased an 
iPad with money donated from ongoing 
fundraising events. The tablet will stay in 
the ICU to help patients in the Critical 
Care Department inform nursing staff 
about their condition, ask questions and 
keep an active role in their treatment and 
care. 

One of the first to use the iPad was 
Emma Collcott (27), who was diagnosed 
with Wilson’s Disease, a rare genetic dis¬ 
order which can cause serious illness from 
copper poisoning that attacks the liver 
and brain. 

Using the tablet to communicate, Miss 
Collcott said: “I was diagnosed in Milton 
Keynes and referred to the Royal Free 
Hospital where I spent a week for tests. 

“I was discharged but then my condition 
deteriorated. I kept losing my balance and 
falling, my speech became slurred and I 
stopped talking.” 

Of the iPad, she added: “It is much easier 
to use than a phone, the layout is nice and 
easy. The iPad is my only way of commu¬ 
nicating.” 

Senior sister Sarah lones added: “Emma 
had only been able to communicate ‘yes’ 
or ‘no’ while she was in the ITU at PAH but 
at home she uses electronic equipment to 
make herself understood. 

“Now that we have purchased our own IT 
equipment, Emma has been able to com¬ 
municate with doctors, nurses, physios 
and other staff, allowing her to ask ques¬ 
tions about her illness and have a say in 
her own care - for example if she is too hot 
or cold or if she is having pains. 

“Most of our patients will be unable to 
communicate due to being on a ventilator 
or will have a tracheotomy - a tube in the 
throat to aid breathing. The IT equipment 
will address the frustration patients have 
at not being able to talk and alleviate a lot 
of psychological issues they can have fol¬ 
lowing a critical illness.” 

Sister lones added: “Emma communi¬ 
cates by using the notes page. However 
she has used an app which we have now 
put on our iPad which uses pictures and

pre-written sentences. This will be easier 
for other patients who are unable to type 
or whose co-ordination is not as good as 
Emma’s and can only press on the picture 
or sentence they wish to say. 

“We have also downloaded books for 
patients to read and hope to be able to add 
newspapers, music and games likes 
sudoku and crossword puzzles.” 

Currently the ITU has one iPad, which is 
shared between the patients to use as and 


when they need. Sister lones added: “Our 
IT equipment was purchased through 
fundraising money and though at present 
we have only the one we hope to purchase 
more with money raised from our on¬ 
going fundraising. 

“Anyone is free to hold their own fund¬ 
raising event to help raise money for the 
intensive care unit or to make a donation. 

“People can support one of our forth¬ 
coming events, too. We have a sponsored 
walk in September and our annual charity 
ball is in early November, where everyone 
is welcome to join us.”

Woman claims 
cannabis grew 
from seeds left 
behind in pots 
after police raid 

A WOMAN who admitted 
growing cannabis on the 
balcony of her home in Harlow 
told a court that the police were 
to blame. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told that eagle-eyed officers 
spotted the plants a few months 
after Emma Franks (33) had 
received a caution for growing 
the drug. 

But Franks, of Brockles Mead, 
claimed the plants they found 
when they returned on fune 7 on 
an unrelated matter had “self- 
seeded” from seeds the police 
left in the pots after their 
previous visit. 

Her solicitor, Stuart Cooper, 
told the court that in March 
police confiscated two plants 
but left the pots. “The seeds left 
simply started growing again,” 
he said. “She didn’t do anything 
about it. There was no 
equipment to help; they were 
just left open to the weather.” 

He added that Franks had been 
trying cannabis to help her sleep 
after cutting down on her heavy 
drinking. 

Franks was given a 12-month 
conditional discharge and 
ordered to pay £65 in legal costs 
by magistrates, who said they 
did not accept her defence. 

Chairman of the bench 
Malcolm Bell told her: “We don’t 
really buy the story that, having 
taken the plants out of the pot, 
they started to grow again.”

Jail for man whose plans to propose ended with arrest 


A MAN who headed for the Harlow 
home of his ex-girlfriend to propose 
marriage lost his temper after he 
arrived to find her with someone 
else, a court heard. 

Andy Thomas (30) waved a knife 
with a 10-inch blade from side to side 
through the letterbox at the home of 
his on-off girlfriend after arriving 
and seeing her inside wrapped in a 
blanket and another man in the 
house. 

On Monday Thomas, of Brentwood, 
was jailed for a year after pleading 
guilty at Chelmsford Crown Court to 
charges of having a bladed article, 


causing criminal damage and har¬ 
assment. 

The court was told that before 
going to the house in Fuller’s Mead 
and with his proposal in mind, 
Thomas had put a deposit on a ring. 
But the plan collapsed after he 
arrived. 

MarkLakin, prosecuting, said: “His 
ex-partner had found his behaviour 
controlling and after a number of 
attempts split up. He threatened to 
kill himself.” 

Mr Lakin continued: “On October 3 
she was in the lounge where she slept 
when there was a knock on the door 


and Thomas was asking for her to 
open it. Her new partner went to 
make tea in the kitchen. 

“Thomas, then at the back door, 
shouted ‘Do you think you’re clever? 
You’re with my Mrs.’ 

“Half an hour later he returned 
having been sitting on a wall and was 
hitting the front door with some 
force, determined to get in and wav¬ 
ing the kitchen knife through the 
letter box. 

“Having seen her just get out of bed 
and a man on the premises he was 
getting even more angry, hitting the 
door even harder and shouting: ‘Let 


me in or I’m going to f***ing do you’.” 

Gavin Burrell, representing Thom¬ 
as, said in mitigation: “He believed 
he was in an on-off relationship and 
that morning had paid a deposit on a 
ring with the intention of going there 
to propose. 

“He believed they were keeping 
themselves for each other but at the 
address he saw another male. He 
used the kitchen knife to gain atten¬ 
tion; there was no intention to cause 
harm.” 

In addition to the jail sentence he 
was also ordered to pay a £100 victim 
surcharge. 


Memorial to the innocents to 
be unveiled at Harlow school 


A PERMANENT memorial to 
the mother and five children 
killed in an arson attack in Barn 
Mead will be officially unveiled 
on Monday at the Harlow school 
where three of the young vic¬ 
tims were pupils. 

Mum Sabah Usmani (44) and 
children Hira (12), Sohaib (11), 
Muneeb (9), Rayyan (6) and 
Maheen (3) all lost their lives 
after fire ripped through their 
end-of-terrace home in the early 
hours of October 15. 

But their names will live on 
thanks to the tireless fundraising 
efforts of Harlow couple Neil and 
Donna Betteridge, who have 
managed to raise an astonishing 
£26,000 to pay for the installation 
of lasting memorials to the fami¬ 
ly in the grounds of Abbotsweld 
School. 

Cab driver Neil told the Star: 
“We’re absolutely overwhelmed 
by the response we’ve had from 
the county council, local busi¬ 
nesses and Harlow residents. 

“What started out as a simple 
raffle to raise money has snow¬ 
balled into a huge fundraising 
drive.” 

Five memorial benches - each 
inscribed with the name of one of 
the young victims - and a canopy 
representing their mother have 
already been installed in the 
playground, alongside a £12,000 
‘jungle gym’ donated by

Hampshire-based play equip¬ 
ment firm Fawns. 

And next door, in the grounds of 
Abbotsweld Infants, a complete 
overhaul of the playground is 
almost complete, featuring 
upgraded play equipment, soft 
play grounding and a separate 
memorial bench dedicated to six- 
year-old Rayyan. 

Abbostweld headteacher Lesley 
Lynn said the memorials would 
be a “fitting tribute to a lovely 
family”. 

“We’re absolutely flabbergasted 
at the amount of money that has 
been raised,” she said. 

“It has obviously been a very 
difficult year for everyone at the 
school, so we’re very grateful to 
Neil and Donna and the Friends 
of Abbotsweld School for helping 
to raise the money needed for 
this wonderful memorial. 

“Monday will be a very emo¬ 
tional day, but hopefully it will 
give some sense of closure and 
allow everyone at the school to 
remember a lovely, lovely family.” 

The children’s father, sole blaze 
survivor Dr Abdul Shakoor, will 
be attending the unveiling to 
thank fundraisers for their 
efforts. 

The ceremony is expected to 
begin at around 2pm.

Crash claimed the lives 
of chairman and his wife

H ARLOW Council is often making 
headlines but not many can 
compare to the tragic events of 1962 
when the the chairman of the 
authority and his wife were killed in a 
car accident. 

Cllr Gordon Marriot JP and his wife 
Lydia were travelling to Newcastle on 
March 29, 1962 along with managing 
editor Trevor Davies of the Harlow 
Citizen and carnival queen Sandra 
Holmes to board the ferry for a civic 
visit to Harlow’s twin town of 
Stavanger in Norway. 

But their journey was to end in 
tragedy when the car driven by Mr 
Davies collided with a lorry and three 
other cars on the Al. Mrs Marriott was 
killed instantly and her husband died 
in hospital three days later. 

Both Mr Davies and Ms Holmes 
sustained serious injuries. 

An inquest into Mr Marriott’s death 
was told he never regained 
consciousness after the crash and 
recorded the cause of death as a 
“laceration of the brain”. 

The crash was reported in the local 
press at the time. Local historian Ron 
Bill bought several newspaper cuttings 
to show Nostalgia . 

“It was a very sad, very tragic 
incident,” he said. “Gordon was well- 
liked and it was a very sad time for the 
council and for Harlow.” 

The funerals of Mr and Mrs Marriott 
took place in April 1962 at Trinity 
Presbyterian Church. Hundreds of 
mourners turned out to pay their 
respect. 

Mr Marriott first became a Harlow 
councillor in 1956. He was re-elected 


in 1960 and served the town until his 
death. At a council meeting two days 
before his funeral, the council stated: 
“The council records its profound 
sorrow for the tragic deaths in a road 
accident of its chairman, Cllr Gordon 
Bertram Marriott, and his wife Lydia, 
who died as they lived in the service of 
the community when on a mission of 
international goodwill.” 

Tributes to the couple, who were 
survived by 15-year-old son Philip, 
poured in from Harlow residents as 
well as neighbouring counties, 
boroughs and twin town Stavanger. 

Vice-chairman of Harlow Council, 
Cllr R.W. Dallas, was elected as 
chairman for the remainder of the 
year. 

The Marriotts’ son was given 


permission by his family to live with 
Dr Herbert Bach and his wife so that 
he could continue his studies. He later 
became a local GP, retiring in 2011 at 
the age of 64. 

In Mr Bill’s book A Civic History of 
Harlow Council 1955-1985, he adds: 
“Gordon was a hugely popular 
individual, for several years Labour 
Party agent and later councillor, and 
we all felt that with his death we had 
lost a personal friend.”

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Defending 

your garden 


THE other day, I wandered up the 
garden to find that some of my favourite 
emerging phlox had been razed to the 
ground, devoured by something which 
left just the stems at ground level. 

Rabbits? Could be. But no, the next 
day the culprit returned for second 
helpings - a large black cat with a 
penchant for perennials, so now I'm 
keeping a powerful water pistol by 
my patio door to scare off any such 
intruders. 

Indeed, one man's pet is another 
man's pest so it's useful to know how to 
control them. 

And it is often a matter of trial and 
error. What works for one gardener 
may be of no value to another. The only 
real deterrent may be a 6ft fence all the 
way around your garden, buried about 
45cm (18in) into the soil so rabbits and 
other tunnelling creatures have less of a 
chance of penetrating your boundaries. 

However, fences can be expensive 
and are often not easy to erect if you 
have mature shrubs and trees growing 
on your boundary line, so here's a few 
solutions you might try to deter some of 
the nuisance animals into your garden. 

• Cats: There are a number of battery- 
operated deterrents on the market 
which, when switched on, pick up 
movement with an infra-red detector 
and then emit ultrasonic, high-pitched 
frequencies that reputedly scare off the

culprits. They are not audible to humans 
and the usual range is about 10m (33ft) 
over an arc of 70 degrees. 

Another solution is to put down citrus 
peelings or lemon scent where the cats 
are causing the damage, or prickly 
prunings around their favourite plants. 

They are less likely to use your garden 
as a litter tray if they have no access 
to bare soil - especially dry, loose soil. 
Try growing the annual Coleus Canina, 
labelled as the 'Scaredy Cat Plant', a 
pretty blue-flowered annual which 
smells foul to cats. It's widely available 
online. 

• Rabbits: These fast-breeding mammals 
can cause massive damage to vegetables 
and flowers and are a particular problem 
in rural areas. 

The only real defence is a rabbit-proof 
fence buried around 45cm (18in) into 
the soil and about 1m (3ft) high. 

You could also try growing plants which 
rabbits don't like, such as very aromatic 
plants, plants that ooze caustic milky 
sap, prickly plants, plants with spines or 
plants with tough leathery leaves. These 
include astilbe, berberis, agapanthus, 
nicotiana, hydrangea, geranium, 
euphorbia, hypericum, helenium,

rudbeckia and phormium, but there are 
many more. Be warned, though, if they 
are hungry, rabbits will eat anything. 

• Squirrels: The scourge of bird-lovers 
nationwide, squirrels will steal bird food 
from any receptacle it can get to, but 
there are now a lot of squirrel-proof 


feeders on the market to deter them. 
They can also damage plants, as they eat 
bulbs, shoot tips and flower buds, as well 
as stripping the bark from trees. 

The only effective protection is to secure 
net-covered cages for groups of plants 
and individual tree guards to stop them 
stripping the bark. 

• Foxes: They can dig up clumps of 
your lawn, flower beds and vegetable 
plots, but alas there's not much you can 
do about foxes. Avoid using fertilisers 
such as blood, fish and bone, which will 
attract them to the smell. 

Go to a zoo and speak to the keepers 
about getting some lion urine, which 
apparently foxes hate because of the 
smell. 

Sprinkle it over the entrance to and exit 


from their run and you may deter them. 

• Muntjac: These nuisance deer, natives 
of southeast Asia, strip rose bushes of 
buds, chew their way through shrubs 
and perennials and are territorial, so tend 
to return. 

Aside from putting a 6ft fence around 
your garden, you could try growing 
plants they're not so keen on, including 
camellia, cistus, hellebore, hosta, 
hydrangea, lavender, poppies and 
sedum. 

If you want to preserve the balance 
of nature, you could grow alternative 
food for the deer, allowing an area at 
the end of your garden to be devoted to 
brambles, rowan, dandelion, campion 
and yarrow. Hopefully they will prefer 
these to your roses.

WORKING to the principle that you don't mess 
with a winning formula, directors Pierre Coffin 
and Chris Renaud deliver more thrills and slap¬ 
stick spills in the action-packed sequel to their 
delightful 2010 computer-animated adventure. 

While Despicable Me 2 doesn't quite attain 
the dizzy heights of the original and lacks 
some of the heart-tugging emotion and 
warmth that epitomised Gru's journey from 
cackling archvillain to surrogate father, young 
audiences won't care a jot because the 
action sequences are bigger and the humour 
is just as silly.

How to Avoid Being Gazumped 


You ve made an offer on a 
property. You might have had to 
negotiate a bit, but that s OK 
because this is your perfect home 
and you can t wait to move in. You 
then get a rather awkward call 
from the estate agent to say that 
unfortunately the seller, (whom 
you took to be a gentleman) has 
received a higher offer from 
another buyer. 

It appears your choices are limited 
as the vendor seems to have you 
over a barrel. Either you match or 
exceed the other buyer s offer, or 
you withdraw from the purchase 
either way you lose. Even if you 
do offer more the other buyer 
could still come back and even 
exceed that, starting a bidding war 
with only one eventual winner. 

Good agents do not encourage 
gazumping, but are obliged by law 
to submit all offers in writing to 
the vendor, and it is the vendor 
who decides how to proceed. 
There's little you can do to repel a 
determined bidder, but there are 


ways to reduce the chances of it 
happening to you. 

Firstly, you could offer the full 
asking price, subject to the 
property being formally withdrawn 
from the market. You could go 
further than this and purchase a 
formal first right of refusal from 
the vendor which would include 
the vendor instructing the agent in 
writing not to submit any further 
offers, which overcomes their 
legal obligation to do so otherwise. 
Although you might have 
preferred to pay a little less than 
the asking price, you could regard 
the extra as a form of insurance 
against having to pay more 
following a gazumping situation. 

Only offer to buy when you are in 
the strongest buying position. 

Keep the pressure on your 
conveyancer, have your mortgage 
arranged and rather rent for a 
while than allow a linked sale to 
disempower you.

B uilding on the successful 
formula of space, refinement 
and generous levels of standard 
equipment, Skoda’s latest 
generation Superb packs all the 
familiar qualities that have already 
convinced so many to sign on the 
dotted line. 

Improvements to the Superb 
might not be immediately obvious, 
however. Skoda has focused on the 
things that matter: cleaning up the 
engine range, sharpening up the 
car’s looks to mirror that of the 
Rapid and latest Octavia and 
adding some welcome extra kit. 

Although the cosmetic changes 
are subtle, out has gone the slightly 
generic Skoda design, to be 
replaced by a more sculptured look 
fore and aft. 

Inside the car’s cabin it is largely 
business as usual. Detailed trim 
and material changes have done a 
good job of ensuring the Superb’s 
cabin remains a plush environment 
for all occupants, though. 

As before, this Superb’s main 
selling point is its cabin space. 
Extended in all the right areas, 
front seat occupants are made to 
feel special while those in the rear 
can stretch out thanks to the 
generous amount of legroom 


offered. 

In the influential premium 
saloon class, rear space is 
important. You may be 
transporting clients or paying 
customers - either way, the 
Superb’s extra inches do much to 
create an appealing executive 
ambience. And that’s before you 
consider the car’s voluminous boot 
- seats up or down. 

You won’t be paying executive 
prices for the Superb, though. As 
with the previous generation car, 
the sums involved are modest for 
something of this size and 
opulence. And Skoda is hoping that 
its generosity in the equipment 
department will prompt buyers to 


place the Superb high on their 
shopping lists, especially as 
similarly priced rivals offer less 
space and kit for similar money.

SE models gain larger alloy 
wheels, a touchscreen audio screen 
and a greater choice of audio 
inputs, rear parking sensors plus a 
host of detailed interior and 
exterior trim accents. 

The move up to Elegance sees a 
big uplift in specification, with 
xenon headlights, bigger (again) 
alloy wheels, touchscreen 
navigation, heated and powered 
front seats, leather upholstery and 
a heated windscreen. 

Skoda’s traditional flagship 
Laurent & Klement model adds 


front parking sensors, more 
leather, heated rear seats, an 
upgraded audio unit, TV tuner, 
privacy glass and gloss black cabin 
trim. 

Skoda’s generosity also extends to 
its engine range, insomuch as 
greater efficiencies should mean 
you pay less at the pumps and to 
the taxman. 

Overall performance is, as you’d 
expect, biased towards refinement 
and comfort. The big Superb 
surprises with its agility yet there’s 
no escaping the fact that it’s built 
primarily to cosset its occupants. 

The well-weighted major controls 
and slick actions of the minor 
switchgear help boost the cabin’s 
already impressive ambience, 
while the smooth-shifting 
transmissions - both manual and 
DSG - cement the car’s place in the 
premium sector. 

fust like with the previous 
incarnations of the Superb, Skoda 
has again produced a refined, 
spacious, enjoyable to drive mid¬ 
size executive car that, in reality, 
offers so much more than the 
established competition. 

With a competitive pricing 
strategy plus innovative 
technology and good looks, Skoda 
has a car that continues to live up 
to its name.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Hearn brings World Champs to Harlow 


THE UK’s best table tennis 
players will descend on 
Harlow after the town got 
the go-ahead to stage what 
organisers are calling one of 
the biggest ever tourna¬ 
ments in the history of ping 
pong in this country. 

Promotor Barry Hearn, 
owner of Leyton Orient FC, 
decided to get involved with 
the sport and his 
Matchroom team have 
spearheaded the campaign 
to bring the UK qualifying 
stage of the World 
Championships to the 
renowned BATTS table ten¬ 
nis club, based at the 
Norman Booth Leisure 
Centre in Old Harlow. 

There will be three days of 
gripping competition, on 
July 6, July 20 and August 25, 
when the best players in 


Britain will battle it out for a 
chance to qualify and play 
for the World 

Championships crown. 

Fred Dove, tournament 
director at BATTS, told the 
Star he was relishing the 
start of this huge event. 

Some 80 players will com¬ 
pete in the tournament. 

“We have some of the very 
best players in the UK play¬ 
ing in this.” 

The Batts club is home to 
several top international 
stars including Sky Sports 
commentator Tony West. 

“Tony West is one of our 
players who played in this 
year’s World Championship 
of Ping Pong event, back in 
January, and was called 
upon to assist the Sky Sports 
commentary team,” 
explained Dove. 


Dove explained how he 
contacted Hearn and con¬ 
vinced him to come on 
board to revolutionise the 
sport of table tennis, first 
established as a Victorian 
parlour game. 

“After reading a newspa¬ 
per article back in 20J0, in 
which sports promoter 
Barry Hearn had mentioned 
that he was also interested 
in bringing the “old school” 
game of Ping Pong back to 
the masses, I decided to 
contact Barry to discuss the 
possibilities of doing exact¬ 
ly that,” said Dove. 

“Now the fight back has 
taken hold and the result is 
that Matchroom Sport has 
recently launched the big¬ 
gest tournament of its kind 
seen for decades in this 
country, “The World 


Championships of Ping 
Pong”. 

This event was held on 5/6 
January 2013, at the iconic 
Alexandra Palace in 
London, and featured many 
current and former world 
class internationals. 

“For the 2014 event, play¬ 
ers from around the world 
will be required to qualify 
by way of national closed 
Ping Pong qualifying tour¬ 
naments, or by a series of 
open events. Preparations 
are now being made to put 
on the first Matchroom UK 
Series qualification events 
at BATTS table tennis club 
in Harlow. 

“The winds of change 
blowing through the 
spheres of politics and sport 
are about to unsettle the 
cosy world of table tennis.” 
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GRAEME Auger was a man behind 
the scenes at Harlow Town FC for 
several spells, but without hard¬ 
working volunteers such as this 
affable pensioner who spent most 
of his working life in the office of 
important Government ministers 
such as John Prescott, there 
would be no club. 

The administrator, who has held 
various secretarial roles at Blues, 
has clocked up more then 2.500 
non-League games and visited in 
the region of 500 grounds. 

Star Sports Editor ALAN SCOTT 
went to meet a crucial cog in the 
wheel of a football club. 


Y OU might have thought his 
middle name was Jonah, 
such is the bad luck that 
long-serving former Harlow Town 
FC secretary Graeme Auger has 
bestowed upon the clubs he has 
covered in administrative roles 
over the last seven decades. 

There have been tales of relega¬ 
tion and financial turmoil, even a 
club completely folding, as misfor¬ 
tune has followed Auger around 
during his 54-year career covering 
non-League football. 

And for all of this time football 
administration has

been a part-time hobby 
for the lifelong bache¬ 
lor and Norwich City 
season ticket holder. 

He spent his entire 
working life as a civil 
servant for the 
Ministry of Transport, 
dealing with political 
heavyweights such as 
John Prescott and Dr 
Richard Beeching, 
although Auger has 
now retired - but not 
from his ‘hobby’, in 
fact he’s busier than ever. 

The three main clubs he has 
served are Harlow, Stortford and 
the now-defunct Epping Town, and 
he has hopped from one to the 
other to be employed in various 
secretarial roles - usually followed 
by a spell of misfortune for said 
club. 

But at all these clubs - and cer¬ 
tainly by the local press for whom 
he has studiously provided match 
reports for over the last 40 odd 
years - he is held in high regard for 
his officious work and knowledge 
of the beautiful game. 

“A lot of people say that I am 
jinxed. Wherever I seem to go 
something happens,” said Auger. 
“They used to call me the bailiff. I 
was regarded as a jinx.” 

Epping folded just six months 
after Auger left in 1985. 

He switched to Harlow Town - 
and they were promptly relegated 
in his first season. 

Harlow then went bust in 1991 
and did not play at all in the 1992- 
93 season. 

Auger (66) later switched to 
Bishop’s Stortford - and they were 
relegated from the Isthmian pre¬ 
mier in the 1998-99 season. 

He then switched back to Harlow 
during the 2000s but the jinx struck 
again as the Hawks suffered relega¬ 
tion from the Ryman premier divi¬ 
sion in 2008-09 and then hit finan¬ 
cial trouble in 2011. 


High jinx: The life of

This prompted a takeover led by 
current chief executive and former 
Leyton Orient player Tom 
Cunningham and his company 
Platinum Sports Management. 

Auger’s final switch came in 2011 
when he moved back to Stortford, 
his home for the last few years. 

However, more trouble was to fol¬ 
low as Blues narrowly avoided rele¬ 
gation in the 2010-11 season and 
then were forced into the cash¬ 
crippling switch to the Blue Square 
Bet North. 

It’s been a rollercoaster ride but 
Auger has loved every minute of it. 

Auger first became involved in 
the administrative side of the game 
at Epping in 1965 when he was only 
18. 

“When I first started watching it 
was just Saturdays, there were no 
floodlights,” he explained. 


DID YOU KNOW? In 1966 Graeme 
Auger worked with Dr Richard 
Beeching in the Ministry of 
Transport as just over 4,000 route 
miles were cut on cost and 
efficiency grounds, leaving Britain 
with 13,721 miles of railway lines 
in 1966. A further 2,000 miles were 
lost by the end of the 1960s. 

It was a baptism of fire as he had 
only just started working as a civil 
servant a little earlier. 

In 1997 he worked with the 
Deputy Prime Minister John 
Prescott. 


“My first club was Epping Town. I 
was brought up in Epping. 

“I got my first [match] report pub¬ 
lished in the West Essex Gazette in 
1961. That’s the only report of mine 
that went in untouched.” 

After a break from football for a 
couple of years in the late ’60s and 
early ’70s, there was a reason why 
Auger came back to Epping. 

“I was so appalled by the cover¬ 
age in the West Essex Gazette that I 
said to the club that I would come 
back and write the reports for the 
local paper. I became press secre¬ 
tary for Epping in the Athenian 
League,” he said. 

Epping won promotion to the 
Isthmian League division two 
when Auger was secretary in 1978. 

“It seemed to go downhill after 
that,” confessed Auger. 

That first season they finished 
second from bottom and had to re¬ 
apply for election to the Isthmian 
League. The club dropped down 
but continued until 1985 when it 
folded not long after a new chair¬ 
man had taken over. 

Auger had already jumped ship 
by then after a phone call from 
Steve Ray at Harlow Town. 

Ray was then secretary for the 
Owls, as they were then known, 
and he asked Auger to come in as 
match secretary. 

However, as soon as Auger came 
on board, Harlow were relegated 
from the Isthmian premier divi¬ 
sion, and then suffered a ignominy 


of a second relegation to land back 
in the Isthmian division two north. 

Harlow’s fortunes turned around 
when Dave Edwards took over as 
manager. 

Edwards led the club to two suc¬ 
cessive promotions, assisted by 
Dave Hoddle, the uncle of Spurs 
legend Glenn Hoddle. 

The side was full of top non- 
League players from Andy Walker, 
who went on to play for Bishop’s 
Stortford, in midfield to top strik¬ 
ers Tony Liddle and Jeff Wood (who 
struck an astonishing 44 goals in 
the 1988-89 campaign) and skipper 
Steve Perkins. 

After Harlow’s problems ended 
with them being kicked out of the 
Isthmian League, Auger returned 
to Rhodes Avenue but left in 
October 1993 following the 
untimely death of Rex Blackman 
who had been the main football 
administrator at Stortford. 

He returned to Stortford in 1994 
and remained there until 1999. 

Auger then switched back to 
Harlow after the arrival of John 
Goodwin as BSFC chairman. 

Finally he returned to Blues’ new 
home at Woodside Park in 2011, 
and he has held various secretarial 
roles since then. 

On his career serving the likes of 
Harlow he adds: “It has helped 
being single. If I had been married 
I would have been divorced by 
now, what with all the late nights,” 
he joked.

FORMER Hawks secretary and current life vice- 
president Graeme Auger believes the club could 
have followed Stevenage up the divisions with the 
right management team in place. 

A similar size in mass, Stevenage and Harlow are 
new towns with 80,000 populations. 

It seems a long time ago that Stevenage were in 
the Isthmian premier division (1993-94), the same 
division as Bishop’s Stortford and a couple above 


Harlow looking for promotion to the Conference. 

“The Stevenage committee have managed things 
much better than Harlow. They are similar sort of 
towns. Harlow have always been mismanaged. 
Having [the ground at the] Sportcentre did not help 
them. That ground did not encourage people to go. 

“Even in 1984 Stevenage were getting six or 
700.” 

But Stevenage have pushed on and for the last 


two seasons have been in League One, just two off 
the Barclays Premier League. 

Auger’s favourite manager is Dave Edwards, who 
had spells at Stortford but most famously at 
Harlow. “Eddie McCluskey and Ian Allinson (both at 
Harlow Town) were also good managers.” 

He reels off Martin St Hilaire, defender Phil 
Hopkins, midfielder Dean Parrett and Marc Salmon 
as his favourite players.

WHEN asked what he would have done 
differently for Great Britain after his third- 
place finish in the 800metres race at the 
European Team Championships, Harlow’s 
Andrew Osagie quipped to the BBC: 

“Probably try and win!” 

In front of a passionate and noisy home 
crowd at the Gateshead International 
Stadium, the Harlow Athletic Club member, 
was pipped for second place by a matter of 
centimetres and could have won the race had 
he not been boxed inside midway through. 

He said: “It was always going to be a tough 
one. There’s such a strong field, which is 
good. 

“I put myself in a couple of little boxes. It 
was quite tough out there. I got in a little gap 
inside and then got squeezed inside. It was a 
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solid performance.” 

In a reference to his last place finish in the 
London Olympics 800m final last year he 
added: “I’m glad I didn’t come last this 
time.” 

The race was shown live on BBC2 on 
Sunday, the 25-year-old came up against one 
of the world’s best at his distance, Poland’s 
Adam Kszczot, who won the race in 1:47.17. 

Osagie clocked 1:7.41, but was pipped for 
second by the Turk Llham Ozbilen. 

However, he did secure 10 vital points for 
Great Britain and also beat highly-rated 
Frenchman Pierre-Ambroise Bosse, who 
recorded a time of 1:43 in Rome earlier thi r 
year. 

He added: “Tactically I am not on it bi r 
hopefully come August I will be smilinr 



BECOMING the worlds No.l 
800metre runner is the sole focus 
of Harlow’s Great Britain star 
Andrew Osagie - but to do so he 
will have to usurp World Record 
holder and London Olympic 
champion David Rudisha.

That doesn’t 
mean I don’t give 100 per cent in 
every meet - I always want to per¬ 
form - but at an event like this 


when it’s importance to get points 
for the team, especially with the 
home crowd. 

“Conditions were really tough out 
there. I would have loved to have 
won today - it was a bit frustrating 
but all in all it was a solid run. 

“I let the leaders get away a bit but 
that’s 800m racing. It’s strong in 
Europe at the moment. 

“To come third it’s not an amaz¬ 
ing performance but it’s not disap¬ 
pointing.” 

Although mainly based in 
Twickenham, Osagie still gets back 
home to Harlow regularly. His fam¬ 
ily live in Northbrooks.
